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The followiag shows that the prraesit mveation is superior and exhibits usexpeoted and 
advaatagadas properti^ over tiie prior art of record (J^jidiis et ai. (U.S. 5,637,143); SclBJud et al 
(U.S. 5,364,467); Mei etal. (U.S. 6,894,089); and Shimizuetal. (U.S. 4,S42,837)). 

Applscaiits' Exmsples and Comparative Examples described in tlve origisiai disclosure of 
App!lcati<® No. 10/525,068 show that superior resulm are obtsisied whesi conibiaiag tb^ 
coatings (i,e., molybdenum, silica and a sflaoe coupling agent), as cosnpared to &6 case y*ere 
only oae (mting or two coatings is/are applied. 

The pmeat kivcQtios 

Exaifiple 10 describes an aiuminum pigment according to the present invention, 
wherein three ssoats are formed over the aluminum paitides (i.e., (i) a molybdenum coat, {if) 
a silica coat aad {iif) a coat prepared &om a sijane coupling ageat). Example 10 represents 
presently pending claim 1. 

The prior art of record 

Compamttvs Exam^e $ 

Comparative Example 3 describes a pigment corresponding to ^st disclosed by 
Jenkins '143. In Comparative Example 3, only one coat is deposited over the particles (i.e., a 
moiybdenum coat). 
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Meferentiai Exampies 1-3 ami SS 

Referential Exasapies 1-3 and 5-8 correspond to ifee pigment disclosed by Schmid 
'467, comprisiag two coats disposed over the particles {(0 a nujlybd^um coat md (W) a 
silica coat). 

Ref&rmiiai Example 4 

Refereaitial Example 4 correspon<fe to Mei '089, and describes a pigmeat cosRprising 
two coats, namely, (t) a molybdenam coat, aad {Hi) a coat prepared &om a silaae ooupUn^ 
agent. 

Comparisois between the pre$eat iQvention and flie prior art of record 
Tables 4-6, described at pages 38 aad 39 of Application No. ! 0/525,068, show tbe 
superior and unexpected resoils obtained by tbe aluminum pigment aecofdieg to &e present 

iftvctition. 

As evidenced by Tables 4-6, only the pigmtait of Example 10 (conresponding to 
present claim 1) was lanked as superior (i.e., a rating of "5") i» terms of both the color tons 
of the painted plate and the base adhesion of the film (moisture resistance/adhssiveness) 
{uiM that Example 9 corresponds to an additiona! embodiment of the present iBventicxn), 
Fsjrthermojs, the pigmeut of Example 10 generates absolutely no gas. 

The pigments of Reier«stial Examples 1-8 and Comparative Example 3 may exisibit 
glther a good color tone cf tfie pmnted plate or good asossture resistaace/adhssiveness, hut 
nose of &em exhibit superior resulte in terms; of botii of th^e properties, 
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It is my opmios that this evidence shows fhat the preseat kvesstios is superior aad 
esihibixs uasxpected and advantageous properties over the prior art of ressord,
